$1,000,000 each, and when surmounted by heavy 
gans could be made far more formidable than any 
vessel of war aad would hcld an enemy at a dis- 
tance beyund the reach of the city. We think 
that millions for defense is right enough. A man 
may wisely padlock his own door, but he need not 
go & gunning for his neighbor. 


ITH its characteristic enterprise the New York 
Independent has br. ught nearly one hundred 
bishops into a councii on the Sundsy opening ques- 
tion for theOoluuw.b:an Exposition. Tae bishops of 
nine different denominations speak upon the ques- 
tiop, and their replies are a most interesting study. 
Tae Methodist Episcopal Church, North, is as loyal 
to the Bible as to the Government, and her eleven 
bishops are unanimous for closed gates on Sunday, 
So are the four bishops of the United Brethita 
Caurch, the threeof the Evangelical Association, 
the five of the African Methcdist Episcopal Zion 
Church, the three of the Moravian Church, the tenof 
the Methodist Episc: pal Church, 8, utb, and the two 
of the colored Methodist Episcopal Church. The six 
bishops of the A‘rican Mcthodist Episcopal Church 
are not unanimous against, one being for open gates 
Sandsy afternoons. Of the twenty-five Episcopal 
bishops, twenty-two are for closed gates, two are for 
open afternoon gates, and one is undecided. Thus 
of the Protestant bishops, - sixty-five ere emphatic 
for closing, three are for afternoon openirg3, and 
one is indefinite, Of the twenty Catholic bishops, 
seven would close the gates, eleven would open 
them, and one has no opinion to give. It will be 
seen, therefore, that the Home Church, and it cer- 
tainly is the Church that should be consulted in 
this matter, is almost unanimous for Sunday clos- 
ing. The Oatholic bishops, foreign as they are in 
their education and sympathies, speak better than 
we could expect, but their voice is foreign and 
should have least consideration. By all means let 
the Nation close its Exposition gates on Sunday, or 
else let Christian people remain away from the great 
fair, 


HE last Congress did one excellent piece of work 
when it decreed that no saloon should have 
place within one mile of the National Soldier’s 
Home in the District of Columbia. The law is re- 
spected, and following the last days of grace every 
one of the vile dens that lined the way to the Home 
from the city disappeared, and, as we may trust, 
forever. Now let the State of Obio do as much for 
the soldiers of the Diyton National Home. Here 
is found the most beauti ‘ul and extensive of all our 
National Homes. As many as 5,200 soldiers have 
been sccommodated at the Dayton Home at one 
time, and in their decrepid state they inspire the 
reverence of all true patriots. A vast multitude of 
them also are veterans of the cross and will soon be 
promoted to the higher life. Bat many of them 
also are weak men, like an Alexander that could 
conquer a world without ability to conquer himself 
in the direction of a single appetite. The habit of 
drink pertains to hundreds of them, and our bser- 
vation for five years has shown that they con- 
tribute more drunkenness to the streets of Dayton 
than our own citz3ns do. When permitted to 
saunter forth from their Home grounds they are 
met in almost the first rod of the wey by the 
fiendish saloon ke°per, and the open pits of death 
and hell are hundreds in number on tteir way to 
the city and through it. They come forth with 
money which they freely use, both to the-abuse of 
themselves and the moral disadvantage of the city. 
Why will not the State of Ohio express an admira- 
tion for the soldiery of the Nation, at home in their 
own midst, by doing as the national Congress has 
done—abolish the saloon within one mile of the 
National Home?

N the Uaited States there are 185,868 persons hold- 
ing licenses as retail liquor dealers, or one shop 
where liquors are sold—saloon or drug store—to each 
275 of our population. In this enumeration the 
wholegale houses are not counted, In Vermont there 
is one dealer for each 820 of the people; in Kansas, 
one for each 800; in Maine, one for each 750; in 
Iowa, one to each 520; in Pennsylvania and Massa- 
chusetis, one to each 400; in Inuiana, one to each 
825; in Ohio, one to each 230; in New Jersey, one to 
each 175; in Delaware, one to each 160; in New 
York, one to each 160; and in Oalifornia, one to 
each 75 of the population. 








RCHBISHOP iRELAND, of the diocese of 
Minnesota, on the temperance cause, is the Fa- 
ther Mathew of the body. The National Temper- 
ance Society, very prcperly, gave him a rect ption 
recently in New York City, and in a most feiicitous 
manner Theodore Cayler introduced the arch- 
bishop. Cuyler’s first temperance speech was made 
in Edinburgh, Scotland, in a meeting conducted by 
Father Mathew when he was twenty years of age. 
At the conclusion of his speech Father Mathew 
embraced Cuyler and gave him a kiss. If Arch- 
bishop Ireland could bring the Catholic clergy to a 
point of actual sobriety, both this Nation and all 
others could be won from the grasp of rum. It is 
the Oatholic Church that creates and fosters the 
saloon, and as long as she does this she is the willing 
mother of immeasurab.e crimes, whatever her name 
or profession. 


OR four hundred years the Oatholics have been 
at work among the Indians of Canada and the 
United States, and during all that time they have 
ordained but one priest among the Indian tribes. 
They have made almost innumerable converts, but 
among them all, none, save one, has been found who 
was ready and willing to cfiiciate at their altars 
ministeriaily. They find priests among the negroes 
and among all other people they minister to, and all 
other denominations find priests among the Indians, 
and men, too, of noblest spirit and grandest adapta 
tion. The Catholic interpretation of this singular 
‘act is found in the strength of the domestic feeling 
that prevails among the Indians. Oelibacy there is 
a repugnance to.

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THE OHRISTIAN IDEAL. 
BY REV. ©. L. JACKSON. 
[Preached in the First M. E. Church, Marion, Ind., 
Sunday evening, October 12, 1890.] 
Text, Phil. 8 : 12, “ Not as though I had already at- 


tained.”

Enough, however, has now b2en said concerning 
the power and inflaence of an ideal upon an unfold- 
ing life; enovgh to convince us that ideals are not 
airy nothings, but growing types of life, prophecies 
of our coming selves. Our ideal is but the measure 
of our capacity of growth. It is this typical char- 
acter of our ideals that gives importance to the 
formation or cultivation of worthy ones. The 
grandeur or meanness of one’s life is therefore de- 
pendent, not upon the existence or non-existence 
of an ideal, but upon the character of his ideal. 
The estimation of the real worth of a man resolves 
iteelf finally into the question, ‘‘What is the real 
intrinsic worth of his ideal?’’ I believe that this 
is the basis of God’s jadgment of men. If in the 
formation of this ideal conscience has wrought 
with intellect, so that the whole contemplates the 
higher nature, the divinity that is within him, I 
believe that every such man is a partaker in the 
election of grace. But ideals are as various as men, 
as diversified as human physiognomies. Perhaps 
one of the earliest of them comprehended mere 
physical strength and beauty. An age with such 
an ideal would naturally apotheosizs a Hercules or 
a Venus. The same type survives to-day in thou- 
sands and thousands of people of both sexes. Bat 
as mind triumphed over muscle, the world-ideal 
took into itself more and more of the elements of 
the intellectual. This was certainly a vast improve- 
ment upon the mere physical ideal. It is nearer 
the present time. Indeed, it is giving character to 
the present time in the exaltation, the almost deifi- 
cation, of intellect. Buta higher ideal than this 
exists in the world to-day, and is, we are glad to 
believe, becoming more and more general among 
men. It is the ideal of the higher, of the highest 
nature of man. Without despising the physical or 
the mental, it still contemplates principally the 
moral and the spiritual in man. It builds, not 
brawn or brain, but character. It has to do with a 
man’s inmost self, with his relation to others, and 
with his relation to God. 

The ideal of St. Paul was of this kind, and after 
taking a measure of the man himself, morally and 
spiritually, we have arrived at something of a 
comprehension of the grandeur, and therefore the 
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mind be in you which was also in Obrist Jesus.” 
Phil. 2: 5, “Till we all come in the unity of the 
faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto a perfect man, unto the measureof the stature 
of the fallness of Ohrist.”” Eph. 4: 13. And this 
from his address to the Ephesian elders: ‘‘Remem- 
ber the words of the Lord Jesus, how he said, It 
is more blessed to give than to receive.”’ 

This is sufficient to show us both the high char- 
acter of his ideal and the fact of his indebtedness 
for it to Ohrist. It has been repeatedly asserted 
that Paul makes almost nothing of the life and ex- 
ample of Christ, that the great apostle’s theology 
has its root in the death and atoning sacrifice of 
the Radeemer. But it seems to me that those who 
so assert only half know the man. Wéill not the 
language we have quoted bear usout inthis? True, 
he seems to point less directly and persistently to 
the example of Jesus than do St. Peter and St. 
John; but it is only a gross literalism that fails to 
see that after all the example of Christ dominates 
the man’s whole thought and life. If he glories in 
nothing but the cross, it is because by the cross he 
has been crucified. The example of the wounded 
victim of the cross has glorified self-sacrifice and 
thus disclosed a new ideal. It was the crcss not 
alone as the symbol of a placating sacrifice substitu- 
tionally offered to God, but also as the sign and 
symbol of a new ideal of life, that was the subject 
of his glorying. Even inthe midst of his most 
heroic achievements he was ready to credit the sub 
lime ideal to Christ, and to conf2ss that the life 
which he was living in the flesh he was living by 
the faith of the Son of God. ‘I am crucified witb 
Christ, nevertheless I live; yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me.’”’? He viewed the work of Obrist as 
designed to produce among men a righteousness 
which is of faith, not a fictitious righteousness, but 
areal righteousness, a justification which woald 
not involve the sacrifice of God’s justice. To Pau! 
the glory of Christ consisted in his ability to cause 
men to live a life which before was impossible to 
them. But more as to this Jate-on. Itseemsclesr, 
then, that Paul’s ideal was the Ohrist-Jife repro 
duced in his own. He wanted his life to be an 
embodiment of the mind and the spirit of Christ 

After his vision of the Obristhood of the lowly, 
serving carpenter of Nazareth, his old ideale 
seemed mean and selfish. He had been fittirg 
himself for a splendid career as a zealous Pharisai 
cal doctor of the law. Selfish ambition had colored 
his plans for life; but he was suddenly apprehend- 
ed; Ohrist took hold upon him, Like his Gospel. 
therefore, his ideal was not of man, neither was he 
taught it by man, but by the revelation of Christ. 
Paul never dreamed of it before that memorable 
journey from Jerusalem to Damascus. 

Paul’s was, therefore, only the Obristian ideal. 
And we apply to it this name, not only because it 
is the ideal which every Christian is supposed to 
hold before himself as the pattern of his life, but 
also because it was supplied by Jesus Ohrist in his 
life on earth. Itis not the product of human in- 
vention. No possible evolution of human thought 
and life could ever have originated it. Our ideals 
are not independent of the real. A blind man 
could no more paint a picture than we could frame 
an ideal without reference to the actual. ‘The 
ideal standard is always formed by mental com- 
parisons with existing realties which are outside of 
the mind.”” ‘High achievement was never a de- 
sire in the mind until high achievement was 
known to the mind as a possibility in the conduct 
of others. Nor was any attribute or trait of char- 


inestimable worth of his ideal; for in the realm of/| acter ever longed after or aspired to before that at- 


the character-ideal others have wrought. Baddha 
wrought out a quietistic ideal, which is not without 
its charms to certain minds, even in Ohristendom. 
The philosophers of the ancient world elaborated 
character-ideals, many of which are exceedingly 
symmetrical. There are few persons who have not 
some pretty well defined ideal of character. Bat 
in what bold, beautiful contrast St. Paul’s stands to 
anything that had ever gone before it and to any- 
thing that bas ever followed it in the history of the 
world, except that which since his time has ac- 
‘knowledged a simi'ar origin. For Paul’s was not 
self-originated, as we shall see when we let him 
tell what that ideal was. We see it in all of its 
lineaments and proportions in such expressions as 


tribute or trait had been made known to the soul 
by its disclosure and its illustration elsewhere.’’ 
This truth makes it impossible for any one to ac- 
count for the existence of the Christian ideal in the 
world to-day without admitting that fandamental 
fact of our faith, the incarnation. That perfect 
character, so symmetrical with every possible neg- 
ative and positive virtue, combining all resistance 
of evil with all forth-putting of good, blending im- 
maculate holiness with the most perfect gentleness 
and compassionateness toward the sinner, gather- 
ing into one all the feminine virtues and all the 
masculine virtues—that character, which embodies 
the Christian ideal, was never the creation of any 
human mind. The enemies of Christianity have

to appreciate it. Now and then some one ariseg 
and clamors for the attention of the world, and lifig 
up what he calls a new ideal; but when we have 
examined it we discover, if there is any worth in 
it, that it is but a feature of the one exemp!ified by 
Christ. The most that the new claimant of origin- 
ality bas done is to give perhaps a new name to an 
old fact. ‘‘The religion of humanity, the religion 
of humanity !"” How often has some one succeeded 
in getting up a great cry of this kind, as if some 
new revelation had been given which would speed- 
ilydisplace the old. Bat we have learned that there 
i3 no religion of humanity except the religion of 
that great Humanitarian who ‘‘went about doing 
good.’”” Another flaunts before the world an ideal 
upon which is inscribed in glowing capitals the 
single word Altruism. We hear much of it to-day; 
but it is mo new discovery; itis but an old thing 
under a new name. I know a bookseller who re- 
cently struck a capital bargain in what he supposed 
was a brand new book that would certainly be in 
great demand. He purchased a large stock of 
them and was having day dreams of the money he 
was going to cxin on them, when some book-worm 
dropped in, and, glancing at ongof them, recog- 
nized, in epite of the new name new binding, 
an old publication that no one would think of put- 


ting upon the shelves of a modern library. Of 


course his books are now on the cheap tables. 
Many are just as ready to be duped by a new name 
as was my friend, the bookseller. Altruism is but 
a single feature of the myriad-featured ideals of 
Obrist. The only altruism worthy the name, the 
only altruism that has influenced any very large 
numb2r of buman hearts, that has ever blessed 
with its ministries of philanthropy any very con- 
siderable portion of the human family, is that 
which has been inspired by him who said, ‘I am 
among you as he that serveth;’’ “the Son of man 
came not to be ministered unto, but to minister, 
and to give his life a ransom for many;’’ “‘whoso 
ever of you will be the chiefest, shall be eervant of 
all.”” The altruistic never vaulted into the vacant 
seat of the egotistic in the working ideal of men 
until he came who exemplified so sublimely his 


doctrine that ‘‘it is more blessed to give than to re- — 


ceive.” And, by the way, it was these very words 
which I have just quoted that Auguste Comte 
adopted when he sought to condense his teaching 
into a single maxim. The great positivist went to 


Jesus to get his thought expressed. The positivism 
cf Jésus is all the pesitivism that is worth the hav-— 


ing. Similarly, when Buchner, though an atheist

Water baptism is often an emblem of the purify- 
ing i: flaence of the spirit of truth, and it is quite 
common for the Bible writers to exhibit truth and 
its saving ir fluence by outward-acts end things. 
Among the Jews, priests, prophets, and kings were 
anointed with oil before they were qualified for 
their respective duties. This anoiuting with oil is 
emblematical of the corsecretion of a person to 
God. ‘The spirit of the Lord God is upon me; be- 
cause he hath anointed me to preech good tidings 
unto the meek.’’ Isaiah 69: 1. This is spoken of 
Christ, “Thou lovest righteousness and hateth 
wickedness; therefore God, thy God, hath anointed 
thee with the oil of gladness above thy fellows.’’ 
Psalm 45: 7, ‘*Now; he that established us with 
you in Christ, and anointed us, is God.’’ II. Oor. 
1; 21, ‘But the anointing which ye have received 
of him abideth in you, and ye need not that any 
man teach you; bat as the samernointing teacheth 
you of all things.’’? {. John 2:27. Among the 
Jews no priest, propbet, or king was qualified till 
he had been anointed with oil.

THE BIBLE NOT A DEAD BOOK. 

Most of the books in our libraries are dead books. 
O ar text-books in science, all our text-books, have 
to be revised every five years. An old edition is 
worthless, is misleading; to the paper-makers with 
it. What we regarded as fixed principles in political 
economy, which we learned of Adam Smith or 
John Stuart Mill, and supposed to be settled, are 
now all reversed or all modified. Sciences, arts 
change. There is nothing so worthiess as an old 
encyclopedia. It needs an appendix every year. 
Even in the latest ‘Britannica,’ if we look up a 
word like “Australia” in the early volumes of 
nearly twenty years ago, we are only misled. 
The book is dead, and the living world has left it 
behind. 

There are a few books which it would seem can 
never die. The ‘‘Iliad’’ lives, and so does P.ato’s 
“Apology,” or Siakespeare’s ‘“‘Hamlet.’”’?’ What 
gives them their value is not temporary but per- 
manent. Such books are very, very few. There 
are many that can live, like a blossom, for a week, 
or like a fruit, for a season, and some few that will 
live, like a tree, for a generation; but those that 
can traverse the generations, passing from one to 
another, equally vital for each, are the. choicest 
treasures earth has acquired. They can be num- 
bered on one’s fingers. 

Bat even these show, generally, a decreasing 
vitality. When they pass from one language to 
another they Inse half their life. Homer is not to 
ua what he was to the Greeks. There are but few 
of our people now that are interested in the wrath 
of Achilles or the fate of Pciam’s son. It is only 
the literary man that reads his ‘‘ Ac ,eid,’”’ and he, 
very likely, has never read it since his student 
youth. Pilato is only a name for the most intelli- 
gent men. We may say that Plato lives, but to 
most men it is but a thin and shadowy life. The 
uadying book of a language, the Homer, Virgil, 
Piato, Goethe, Shakespeare, lives for that language 
only; it is a dead book for nearly all the rest of the 
world. 

Bat there is one B pok, or shall we say one little 
library of books, which we bind in one cover, in 
parts older than the oldest, which is the youngest 
and most alive of all the books ever written. Nor 
is it the book of one language only; but into what- 
ever language it is transiated,—and it has been 
translated into all—its freshness and vitality are not 
in the least diminished. Tne generations go by, 
and the sciences are born and reborn again and 
again, but they do not make that Book obsolete. 
It was a book of power in its youth, when it was 
produced, part by part; and it is a book to-day of 
vastly more power, 0’ constantly growing power, 
p tree fresher ever and broader, stronger, and ever

QUESTION 48, What did John mean by saying, 
The wor d itself could not contain the books that 
might be written ef the doings of Jesus?

ANSWER, It is a figure of speech known as 
hyperbole, which is an exaggeration of meaning 
intended to be conveyed, usually used on account 
of strong feeling or intense passion. We have a 
similar instance in Gen. 18: 16. Theseed of Abra- 
ham can b? numbered—the atoms of dust can not 
be numbered. It meant to show the great pros- 
perity of Abraham’s family in its increase in num- 
bers. There are many hyperbolical expressions in 
common use, 

QUESTION 49. Jesus ate in his resurrection body. 
May we suppose the saints will eat in heaven? 

ANSWER. There is no reason to suppose the 
resurrection body of Jesus was other than the body 
crucified and laid in Joseph’s tomo. I think it was 
subject to the same laws governing it before the 
crucifixion. There came a time of change, when 
and how we do not know, just as there must have 
come a time of change in the body of Elijah when 
he was translated.

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TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY AT BLOOMING 
GROVE-SKETOH OF THE SERMON. 

The old church of Blzoming Grove was well 
filled on Sunday morning, April 5th, it being the 
twenty fi th anniversary of the pastorate of Rev. 
Warren Hathaway. A mound of potted plants 
and bright fl »wers against the antique pulpit made 
a pretty picture to look at, while conspicuous in the 
background were seen four dates in rustic figures: 
1759, the time of the first church building; 1823, 
the date of the present edifice; 1866. when Mr. 
Hathaway came to minister to this peop'e, and 
1891. After sp2aking of the number of letters that 
had been received daring the past two weeks from 
absent members and those who had gone out from 
the church, Mr. Hathaway took for his text a 
portion of the 77th Psalm: “I have considered 
the days of old, the yeara of ancient times. I will 
rem mber the works of the Lord; surely I will re- 
member thy wonders of old.’’ He said: This 
psalm is the cry of a heart in trouble, a ery out of 
the depths F ra moment the P almiast felt the 
pangs of daspair; not only were there c'ouds. but 
for the time being he lost faith in the light above 
them; it was midnight without the promise of the 
morning. It seemed as if God had gone away and 
the K:ernal P.vesence was absent forever. His 
promises had failed and his morcy was exhausted. 

The cause of Asaph’s trouble we do not know, 
but we do know that his hasty conclusions were 
false—that his despair was groundleas—for the Lord 
had not forsaken him, his mercy was not clean 
gone. He was still the ever-present imminent 
Jehovah, and his promises were surer than the 
hills and firmer than the mountains. The storm 
might rage, the wav>s might thunder, the earth 
might be shaken, b1t Ha who makes the clouds his 
chariot, the storms his coursers—who rides upon a 
cherub or the wings of the wind—he who makes 
the white r»>b2:d waves to sweep the march of his 
glory, he, our Gd, who neither slumbers, nor 
sleeps, nor forg2t3, nor forsakes, he cau give hope 
and peace and rest as he did to the despairing 
P.almist, We need not ask, ‘‘Is his mercy clean 
gone forever?’ ‘'For he keeps his mercy for 
thousands of gnerations.”” We need not ask, 
‘Will the Lord cast cff forever?’’ ‘*H sth God for- 
gotten to be gracious?’’ No, indeed; for we have 
the light of the G spel of Christ. 

We do not know the s urce of bitter doubt that 
for a moment seemed to overwhelm this chief 
musician, this chorister in the temple service; but 
we do know the means he took to cure his de- 
spondency; we do Enow that the darkness was 
dissipated and his hope and faith in God restored. 
It was the same course that the king, the royal 
Psalmist, often pursued when trouble came; when 
doubts oppress2d him he took refuge in the past, 
he dwelt in days of old, he remembered the 
wonders of God’s care and his sheltering provi- 
dence, He thoug t of the might and majesty of 
God as revealed in former days when he led his 
p2ople like a fi ck, thr ug the sea and through 
the desert and mou atains to the green abundance of 
the promised land. 

And this is still a blessed remedy for our troubles 
whether real or borrowed. Memories ofttimes are 
precious, espscially t> the aged, above all to the 
ag xd Christian; for on3 foot of the bow of hop3 
rests on mem ry, the other i: hiiden behind the 
mists that shut out ths vision of the hills of eternal

Bat I did not select these words of the Psalmist 


to indicate a cure for doubt and despondency, but 
to use thom by accommodation as sug sesting to us 
the appropriate thouzht for the day—retrospection 
Tat is the pleasing yet mournful, the blessed yet 
solamn, du‘y of this hour. The text and occasion 
suggest to us the past, presant, and futare, and the 
correlated virtu2s of this threefold division of time 
are faith, love,and hope. Wehave a good founda- 
tion for faith as we bring t> mind God’s wondrous 
works ani remember the way in which he has led 
us, Faith clings to the past, not as going back- 
ward, but because God syeaks to us from its records, 
its memories, its experiences. It goes into the 
labyrinth of the fature holdiag this divine clew, or 
rather we go into its mysteries leaning on faith. 
Love claims past and fature, but especially re- 
joices in the present. It looks into the faces of the 
living and glories in immediate bliss. Love rules 
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over the empire of to-day and claims for her do- 
minion au eternal now, looking not backward nor 
forward, but ‘‘at-ward.”’ 

Then hops, the third virtue that has relation to 
time, looks with ardent gaz3 into the future. It 
stands childlike, with open eyes, huzhed breath, on 
tiptoe, gaz\ng iato the morning with immortal ex- 
pectancy. Faith wonders at the footprints of God 
as seen in history, a3 seen on the sandy marge of 
time. Love looks up and cries: ‘‘Abba Father!’’ 
Aud hope exclaims: ‘‘It doth not yet appear what 
w3 shall be;’’ ‘thenceforth there is laid up for mea 
crown.’’ Fuith leans on power and trusts; love 
clasps a heart to a beating heart; hope with ex- 
tended hand: run; to meet its object. 

Faith is Martha serving; love is Mary looking 
ap in ecstacy; hope in rapt expectancy receives a 
brother fr»m the tomb. Butleaving such thoughts 
as these, what of our pwt, present, and future? 
What of our faith? 

First, retrospectively of the church. It has an 
honorable history. It is one hundred and thirty- 
two years since the first church building was dedi- 
cated. That isalong time in American history! 
It is seventeen years before our D ‘claration of In- 
dependence and tw3nty-nine years befor3 we be- 
came properly a nation by the adoption of the 
Federal constitution. 

We have little or no perc3ption of absolate*time, 
only of relative. This is called the new world. 
O-rtainly all the trac3s of human action, enterprise, 
aud heroism in which we may glory or rejxice with 
patriotic pride, are too fresh and recent to interest 
the antiquarian. This is one of the old churches of 
the Nation; there are but few whose history reaches 
over more thau a century; it is cortainly one of 
the landmarks of the county. 

Ia Doesmber, 1863, Dean Stanley preached a 
sermon commemratinz the eight-hundredth anni- 
versary of Westminster Abbsy. E'ght hundred 
and twenty-six years ago Elward the Oonfessor 
a‘d the corner-stone of this venerable Christian 
temple. How far off this seems—ow far back 
this carries the mind! Yet how brief when com. 
pared with tus antiquity of the tombs and temples 
of the Orient! 

Again, how temporal are these and all man’s 
works when we thiak of G)d’s plains and hills 
ind mountains! What are all the antiquities of 
the ages that are chronicled by the cities and ruins 
of the ancient Est compared with the dateless 
ages that science reveals! Thinking of this, we 
are led to exclaim with Jb, ‘* We are but of yester- 
day and know nothing!"’ 

Bat you will accuse me of dallying with my 
theme. There are impressive thoughts and precious 
lessons that belong especially to this time. It is 
proper for us to remember the past—the past of 
this church and parish and our past—to recall the 
days of old, to examine sgiin the records of our 
hearte—how God has led us—to think cf our 
eep rural to Christ and our sacred vows, to think 
not only of our fathers of a former generation, but 
of our friends and brethren, the living and the re- 
cently departed with whom we have associated 
and with whom our lives have been wove: into the 
vital wab of local history for the last qaarter of a 
e ntury. 

As I have said, this church was organiz‘d in 
1759, Many of the firat settlers came here from 
Rode Island, but they were of E iglish and Scotch 
descent, as their names indicate (names still 
familiar here). Taough our fathers came directly 
from Long Island, they belonged originally to 
families in Connecticut. That may explain the 
fact that this parish is the ‘‘land of steady habits,’’ 
especial'y in relation to its pastors. It is now an 
anusu sl experience for a minister to remain with a 
church twenty-five years; but from the first it has 
been a marked characteristic of this people to cling 
long and faithfally to their preachers, 

The first pastor died here in 1762, the second in 
1768, and the third also died here in 1804; their 
graves are with us underneath this building. Mr. 
Arbuckle came in 1824 and died in 1847 His was 
a pastorate of twenty-three years. Our dear Bro. 
Oraig ministered here sixteen years. Tais is a re- 
markable record; few if any churches have shown 
such a true, conservative spirit—sach steady, 
changeless love. 

Oae other point I must mention in connection

with the general history of this congregation Ny, 
only have they been faithful to church relation, 
but they have been patriotic as well as 
Grand and noble men were your fathers. 
were true to God and home and native lng 
The records show their patriotism in 1776, in 1812, 
and in 1861. More volunteers went from this tow, 
during this last struggle for freedom than from any 
other strictly rural township in the county. The 
people here have b:en true to freedom of thought 
and worship, the perfect freedom of Christ—tngt 
freedom that gives liberty to bondmen and map. 
hood to slaves. Allow me to refer to an incident 
that should not be forgotten. In the fall of 1861, 
the noted vocalists, the Hutchinson family, having 
been atiracted to Washington by the novel'y of 
finding the public balls of that city open to the 
utterance of generous sentiments in song or story, 
solicited permisston of the S3cretary of War to visit 
the camps across the Potomac, in order to cheer the 
soldiers with their simple, heartfelt melody, 
Passes were readily granted, but the songs of thegg 
children of the Granite State were redolent of free. 
dom and the country was not yet resdy for their 
anti-slavery sentiments, and soon the following 
order was issued: ‘‘By the direction of the mej-z. 
general the permit given to the Hutchinson fam ly 
to sing in the camps, and their pass to cross the 
P»tomac, are revoked and they will not be allowed 
to sing to the troops.’”” This was the military 
order bauishing them from the army. They came 
North, finding a cold welcome—»o0 welcome at al] 
as they passed through Philadelphia and Nw 
York, because of their thrilling songs for freedom, 
oecause they believed in their hearts and sung with 
inspiration of “the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man.’’ They found no welcome 
antil they came here, ani dear Mr, Craig and bis 
songregation gave them a warm-hearted hearing 
and guick sympathy. Years since John Hate’ in. 
jon, one of that group of singers, saidtous: ‘This 
place and people we shall ever remember giate- 
‘ally for the cordial welcome they gave us in the 
stormy times of the R»be'lion. For this good will 
B'ooming Grove is a bright spot in our memory,” 
I have not left muc’ time to speak of myself, 
though egotism now, if ever, might b2 pardonable, 
Twenty-five years have passed since I first stood 
here a stranger, looking into the faces of strangers, 
[t does not seem so long; it is but like a yester. 
day’s spri1g morning; yet when I recall the con- 
gregation that first greeted me, when I see that the 
ag 23d are absent—every one—that those who wre 
in the prime of life are now crowned with gray 
hairs; those who were sitting under the oak are 
now shadowed by the almond tree, and the litile 
children of that time are men and women n w— 
fathers and mothers, bringing their little ones to 
the sanctuary; when I remember that most of the 
congregation I first met have joined the congrega- 
tions of an eternal Sabbatb, then the time seems 
long indeed. 
And when we c nsider the striking chang 3s that 
have come to our own country and the wide world, 
we keenly realiz3 not only the fight of time, but 
the importance of these years. What growth and 
extension have come to our Federal Uaion! The 
“New West’? has become a new republican em- 
pire since I first preached from this pulpit; even 
the conservative East has felt the resistless power 
of time, for all the sovereigns of Earope save une 
have passed away. And more than this, the 
Divinely anointed kings in church and state, how 
many have gone! Bat, thank God, the breed of 
faith and the family of love are never exhaus‘ed. 
The kingdom of God is never left without hei 
and princes of the royal line. : 
When I came to Blouming Grove I found loving 
hearts aud attentive hearers; I found pure air and 
a free pulpit. Oa this platform I have felt the 
widest Christian liberty (thanks to you and yur 
fathers). And in these twenty-five eventful years 
I rejoice to say there has been no trouble, no com 
flict between the pulpit and pew. You have se 
quently had cause for complaint, for my pastorate 
has been full of mistakes and delir q 2encies, yet 
you have been patient and full of charity. : 
I have a number of times been called to 
this pulpit; sometimes even for your own sake 
have been tempted to go, but whether 
unwisely, I have remained. As we shall

NEW TESTAMENT BAPTISM. 

The ministers of the New Testament baptized. 
This was true of John, called the Baptist, and, al 
though he stood between the Olid and the New 
Testament, the c'asp that bound them both in one, 


_ |or only on the threshold of the Gospel age, yet hir 


testimony and example are most interesting, in 
that he baptiz3d Obrist and may have baptiz2d all 
of his apostles. 

Jesus himself did no baptizing. Had he done 
80, naturally all who accepted his teachings would 
have sought the service at his hands. That he 
might be wholly impartial and thus grieve none, 
he baptized no one himself. 

It is expressly eaid by John that, though Jesus 
baptized not, his disciples did. As Jesus preached 
and won converts to the truth, and as the apostles 
went forth from city to city, teaching the new way, 
they doubtless baptizad those who were ready t: 
accept Jesus as the Christ. Bat while seeing thi- 
to be so, we confess to surprise that no mention is 
made of a baptismal season in the presence of Jesur 
by the apostles. It certainly can not mean thst 
Jesus would put small value on the service, nor 
that he would encourage the disciples to undereati- 
mate the value of the example he gave in this line 
of service, 

Baptismal services are mentioned by Philip, who 
baptized the eunuch; by Peter, who baptized the 
centurion and his household; by Ananias, who 
baptized Saul; by Paul, who baptized Lydia anc 
her household, as also the jailer and his household ; 
and other instances. These go to show that the 
New Testament minister preached and baptized as 


he went. 
The New Testament believers were baptized. 


On the day of Pentecost 3 000 were baptizad. All. 
doubtless, who were added tothe church. Paul, 
so far as we know, always saw that his converts 
were baptized, even as he himself was, at once. 
Peter followed his teaching with baptism, and we 
may believe that this was the usual and invariable 
custom of the New Testament Ohurch. To us, it 
is very certain that every convert of the Apostolic 
Church was baptized. 

The New Testament ministers baptized with 
water. No one will doubt that John did, nor that 
Pailip did, nor that Paul did. John ssys he was 
sent ‘‘to baptize with water,’’ and the reasonable 
inference is that when Jesus said, ‘“Baptizing 
them,’’ etc., he was understood as requiring bap- 
tism in water. In fact, no man can baptize with 
the Holy Ghost; only Jesus has b3en commissioned 
to baptize with the Holy Spirit. 

Baptism was administered only to believers by 
the New Testament ministers. They give no in- 
stance of baptizing children, nor were they com- 
missioned to do so. ‘He that believeth and is bap- 
tized shall ba saved.’”’ Belief and baptism is the 
Gospel order, and that cuts cff all children who 
have not yet acquired the ability to believe. 

Baptism was sdministered only in the form of 
immersion by the ministers of the New Testament 
Church. Jesus came “‘up out of the water;’’ the 
eunuch, with Philip, ‘‘went down into the water,” 
and Paul says, ‘‘Weare buried with him by bap- 
tism into death.’”’? No one will deny that durial

symbolize the death of Jesus, which it does mogt 
beautifally, but baptism was intended to represent 
the burial and resurrection of Jesus, which it can 
do only in the form of immersion. Paul’s ‘esti. 
mony shows plainly what baptism was intended tg 
symbolize. Hear bim: ‘‘Kaow ye not that go 
many of us as were baptized into Jesus Christ werg 
baptized into his death? Therefore, we are buried 
with him by baptism into death, that like as Ohrigt 
was raised up from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we alsoshould walk in newness of 
life. For if we have been planted together in the 
likeness of his death, we shall bs also in the ijike 
ness of his resurrection.”? Rom. 6: 4-6 

In confirmation of immersion as the form of bap- 
tism we may say (1): In no other sense did the 
Greek lexicographers, historians, poets, orators, or 
philosophers use theterm baptizs, The Greeks 
would be supposed to know the meaning of the 
term, and if they never, in one single instance, 
used baptizein thesense of pouror sprinkle, it 
could hardly mean that with them. ; 

(2) The Greek Catholic Ohurch has never prac- 
ticed baptism in any other wsy than by immer. 
sion. This great and ancient church numberr 90,- 
000,000 souls, and every peraon of them has been im- 
mersed. Furthermore, if there is an ice-bound re 
gion on earth it is that covered by the Greek 
Yhurch. Though they may shiver on the brink, 
they nevertheless all go under the water. 

(8) Baptism is possible only in the mcde of im- 
mersion. Jesus req iires no impossibilities. He 
would not ask us to spriokle a man for baptism if 
the act were impossible. It can not be done; it 
bas never been done! You can sprinkle water on 
the man, but not ths man himielf. If spriak- 
ling is baptism, then that which you sprinkle ig 
baptizad. The water is sprinkled, and therefore, at 
best, the water only is baptiz:d. 

Thesame thing may be stated of pouring for 
baptism. You can not p:ur a solid substance; you 
can not pour a man; you can pour water on the 
man. Bat if pouring is baptism, then that which 
is poured is baptized, if anything is. The water 
is poured, and so, at most, only the water is bap- 
tized. 


You can immerse a man. No argument is need-. 


ed to prove this, and none can or will be offered to 
disprove it, and as baptism by immersion is the 
ouly physically possible form, we conclude for our- 
self—not forthe HERALD readers; not for the 
Ohristians as a psople—that immersion is the true 
mode of baptism. 

We haveno word tooffer against those who 
think differently, nor do we seek to make our read- 
ers believe as we believe, but we have been asked 
to give our views of baptism, in a few plain words, 
and we have done so. Our views are generally 


prevalent among us, but they do not obtain with 


all. 

We have the same measure of charity and fel- 
lowship for the Pedo-Baptist Obristian or for the 
Quaker Obristian, that we have for the immer- 
sionist Christian. It is not baptism that makes the 
Obristian, while, for aught we know, other ferms 
than that we defend, may be right. 
personal standpoint the Bible teaches every b2 
liever to b3 baptiz:d in water, and if our reader 
sees the Bible to so teach, and does not cbey its in- 
struction, he may not have the peace of God sbid- 
ing in his soul, for he is living in willfal disobedi- 
ence,

WORKED AT THE WRONG END OF HUMANITY. 


The time for Christianity to fail, if there ever 

i was such a time, is passed. We have passed the 
Rubicon, and destroyed the bridges behind us. 

Tae most successfal work of the church, and that 

a most lasting, is with the children. No intelligent 
hie Man questions this proposition now, and the only 
, — is that thoughtful minds did not observe it 
Yi pe ago. That wise and scholarly men should, for 
idl hundreds of years, have passed by the young 
and vigorous minds tothe vastly more difficult 
ttaks, and infinitely less promising, of resurrecting 
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habit, is to be catalogued among the marvels. If 
either are to be left without instruction, better far 
leave these old fossils and turn to the living. We 
may draw a practical illustration of this from the 
Niagera River; and, by the by, the marked 
analogy between this wonder of our continent and 
that of human life is most striking. It is among 
the shortest of the rivers of the world; in this it 
represents the brevity of human life. It is the 
deepest of the deep; who can fathom the deptbs of 
the human soul? Aft its source its waters flow so 
slowly that the movement can scarcely be observed ; 
watch the infant mind as it gently comes toward 
the light of intelligence. While there is no river

To 
leave the children in the still water of inncconce, 
with the undercurrent of depravity, to inevitab'y 
float out into the rapids of raving habite, and go to 
the adults, is like jstanding upon the table-rock of 
the falls, with forks, hooks, and grab-irons, seek- 
ing to catch now and then some por soul before he 
goes down into the hopeless chasm. Better, a 
thousand times better, go up to the still water of 
innocence, and warn the little ones of the danger 
below; urge them to turn their faces like stee) 
against the downward read, and to ply their oars. 
and thus keep from floating out into the resistlese 
current, where they will b> dashed against the 


While native ‘otal depravity isan absurdity, 
shamefal travesty upon the ecul, and a reflection 
upon the character of the AlJl-Father, yet as cer 
tainly as there is an undercurrent in the upper sti"! 
water of the Niagara, bearing it steadily to the rap 
ids and the falle, so there is an undercarrent of de- 
pravity in human nature, bearing it downward 
and hellward. Children. there’ore, will float out int- 
the foaming current of bid habit, and madly rush 
on to ruin without effort. Christ represents the 
road to destruction asa wide gate and a broad 
way; so that no jostling to the right or left can 
throw us from the track, and being down-hill it re- 
quires no effort to make progress toward the bot- 
tomless pit. The same Divine Teacher represents 
the heavenly way asa straight and narrow way, 
and the price of walking therein is eternal vigi- 
lance. Nor can we any more hope to reach the 
exalted clime of the New Jerusalem without effort 
than we could hope to ascend to the summit of the 
mountain without a strurgle. If the child is left 
to itself to start the down-hill way, it is more diffi- 
cult to stop it than to have turned its feet into the 
testimony of the Lord. And the difficulty of call- 
ing a halt, is in the ratio of the distanc3 trav- 
eled. The Catholic bishop knew this when he 
said, ‘‘Give me the children for the first twelve 
years, and you may have them the rest :f life.’’ 
Dr. Bebage, than whom a greater ethical teacher 
has not appeared, has stoutly maintained that the 
boy at fourteen is, in his moral character, substan- 
tially what the man will be. If he has learned to 
be dishonest, untruthfal, unjust, and unkind, thie 
moral crookedness will cling to him like the spote 
of the leopard. He may be converted, and the 
remnant of the wreck may be saved, yet the phi- 
losophy of experience declares, in unmistakable 
words, ‘‘Sin wrongs the soul.’”? How infinitely 
important, therefore, that we begin at the little 
end of humanity, and work along the line of 
growth and development, and thus, like the skill- 
fal physician, help nature up into health and 
beauty. At the end of along life of experience 
and observation, if we had life to live over again, 
we would go to the children with God’s message 
of love, with vastly more hope of success, than to 
stand in the pulpit to urge old sinners to “‘cease to 
do evil and learn to do well.”’

The world is fall of crooked 
sticks that will never be straightened by any known 
process of reconstruction. The church having neg- 
lected the children and gone to those c -nfirmed in 
habit, is as if a man were to plant an orchard, leave 
it to itself, and then at the end of fourteen years go 
out to straighten. and beautify the old, snarly 
rocks and perish among the foaming billows ‘crooked trees. Because of this greatly mistaken 
method of Christian work our professed Christian- 


ity needs, most of all, to be Christianized. Not

THOUGHT OF THE THEATERS. 


Tertulian said: ‘Stage plays are the pomps of 
the devil, sgainet which we have renounced in 
baptiem,’’ and calls the play-house ‘‘the devil’s 
church.”’ 

Oyril, of Jerusalem, said: 
which we renounce in baptism, are those spectacles 
or plays in theaters and all other varieties o! the 
kind, from which the holy man of God desiring to 
be freed, prays: ‘Turn away mine eyes from be- 
holding vanity.’ ”’ 

St. Augustine calls theaters ‘cages of uncleanness 
and public schools of debauchery.’’ 

Archbishop T llotson calls the theater ‘‘the devil’s 
chapel, a nursery of licentiousness and vice.’’ 

Even pagan writers condemn the theater. The 
heather P.ato saye: ‘Plays raise the passions and 
pervert the use of them, and the consequences are 
dangerous to morality.’’? And for this reason he 
would banish them. 

Valerius Maximus says: ‘It was devotion that 
built them. The State first blushed and then bled 
on account of their existence.’’ 

Seneca says: ‘‘Nothing is more destructive to 
g od manners than to run idling to see sighte, for 
there vice makes an insensible approach and steals 
up n us in the disguise of pleasure.”’ 

Tacitus tells us: ‘‘The German women were 
guarded against danger and kept their honor out of 
harm’s way by having no play-houses among 
them.”’ 

O nd advised the E nperor Augustus to suppress 
piays a3 the promoters of licentiousness and disso- 
lutenees. 

The Theodosian Code reckon-d actors as persons 
of blemished reputation, and did not permit their 
pictures to hang in any creditable place. 

Piutarch says the Greeks grew so insanely fond- 
of the theater that it corrupted them into indolence, 
luxury, and effeminacy, until they were prepared 
to bend to Paillip’s yoke. 

Macau'ay, in modern times, called the theater 
**the seminary of vice.’’ 

Rgseau, resisting the intrcduction of the stage 
int» Geneva, calls it ‘‘a monument of luxury and 
¢ff-minacy.’’ 

In Cromwell’s time theaters were suppressed. 
At the Restoration they retarned, and a committee 
of the British Parliament said there was no way to 
reform them but to burn them down. 

Wilberforce said, ‘‘D2corum, modesty, regularity 
retire, while riot and lewdness are invited.”’ 

Lord Kames says, ‘‘In the play-house a young 
man loses his disgust of vice and contempt of re- 
ligion, and a declared war upon the pur ty of the 
femaie sex are converted from being infamous vices 
into fashionable virtues.’’ 

If these witnesses understood the question and 
testified intelligently and truly, then the verdict 
is, or should bs, the theater is no place :or any pro- 
fessing to be a Caristian.—Selected.

. Notes from Japan. 

As you have no doubt long ere this heard that 
Hon. John Franklin Swift, Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary of the United States 
of America, passed away on Taesday, March 10th, 
I will only note a few things: Our honored Minis. 
ter to Japan, like thousands more, had la grippe, 
but was considered recovered, when quite suddenly 
he was taken from our midst. The Japanese goy- 
ernment has acted quite nobly, having gone to the 
expense of escorting with her military and great 
men his remains to the station in Tokio, and again, 
with others, from the Yokohama station to the 
grave. He wasaman much respected. Faneral 
services were held in the American Episcopal 
Church, Tokio, on Friday, March 13th. I suppoce 
nearly all the American citizens in the capital were 
present at the funeral. 

I learn that on April 23d three wives of mission- 
aries in Tokio, with two children each, will return 
to the states, one of the reasons being to educate the 
children. 

As some of the warm friends of our Mission 
would like to know about my sickness, I will write 
the following: Just returned from a trip to the 
north and I was enjoying most excellent health, 
when, on Christmas night, at the Azabu Christian 
Ohurch Sunday-school Christmas tree gathering, I, 
with others, took la grippe. Thinking it was a 
severe cold, I baffled with it for fully a week yet 
taking care, bat at last was compelled to give up, 
when, to my surprise, I found pneumonia had 
taken a firm hold and was making rapid progres. 
All that was necessary to be done was done, and 
God, in answer tothe many prayers which ascended, 
rebuked the disease, which daily yielded to the 
treatment, until I was considered as cured. On 
the whole I feel as well as ever, but find my voice 
not quite as strong as formerly; also, when I take 
fresh cold, I fiad there is more weakness than be 
fore. However, I feel exceedingly grateful for this 
gracious deliverance when others around us have 
been hurried by the same disease to an early grave. 
May I ask you all to remember more fervently our 
Mission, inclusive of myself, in your prayers, that
